Junction From Kodrral Conrf at 
Chicago Against Shop Crafta 
Valoas Vow On girlkCb 

Chicago, Sept 1. — Attorney Geenral 
Harry M. Daugberty in the Dtetriot 
Federal Court at noon tMay obtained 
from Judge J. H. Wllkerson tho most 
sweeping temporary inJuneUon against 
labor unions ever Uisued by a Federal 
court Tbe Attomby General was ao- 
eompanied by Biaokbum Bstarllne, As- 
sistant Solictor General, and a swarm 
of other asslstanta from tbe Washing* 
ton olBce. 

Tbe injunction is directed against 
ibe aix shopcrafts now Involved In a 
life and death struggle with the rail- 
roads. The temporary inpunctlon 
makes It a punishable offense to carry 
on the strike, to support the strikers, 
which incidentally means to collect 
union duos and pay the strike bene- 
fits or to obstruct rallrosd transporta- 

liiiM In any way. 

it restrains ahoiniK-n rmiii "intorfor- 
iii.i^ with the repair, Inspection and 
operation Of trains, loeomottTSs and 

cars." 

It restrains the shopmen and others 
from "conspiring or agreeing with 
other organisations to obstruct trans- 
portation.". 

The open shop is indorsed and sup- 
ported. Tho document restrains shop- 
men from attending public mass meet- 
ings. Jeers, bumlllating epitheu, 
Uunts or threats are barred. It re- 
strains the shopmen from giving or 
causing newspaper interviews to be 
published. 

Baeerpto from tbe Attomoy Gen- 
eral's plea follow: 

"I will use tho power of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, within my 
control, to present the labor union of 
the country from destroying the open 
shop." 

"No union or combination of unions 
can, under our laws, dictate to the 
American i)0oplc." 

"No labor loader or capitalistic lead- 
er, no or^'anizal ion or association of 
any kind will be permitted by the 
Government of the I'nlted States to 
lauKh In the frozen faces of a famish- 
ing people, wiiliout jirompt prosecu- 
tion and proper punishment."

Washington, Sept 8. — Throat of 
widsapraa^ Industrial wartaro hang 
ovw tUb oouatrjr today aa ji result of 
the swooping injunotloa obtained br 
Harry M. Daugberty, attomoy gaharal, 
gainst tho striking railroad shopnaB. 
Demands for a ganoral symfathatio 
strike poured in on Samuel Gompan, 
president of tbo American Fsdtfathm 
of Labcr, from all parte of the country. 

The l38ue of a general strike will ba 
placed before the executive council of 
tbe American Federation at a meeting 
here next week, Gompers said. 

Oomp^rs aad other labor leaders 
here cuaracterlzed the federal Injunc- 
tion restr-ainlng the strikers and*thelr 
leaders from Interfering in any way 
with tran3iior:ation. Including giving 
out of intcrvii. wg, as "one of the most 
outrageous ;)icceb of business In the 
history of the country." 

William II. Johnston, president of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists, one of tho shopcrafts' organ- 
izations on strike, assorted he would 
continue to exercise his constitutional 
rights. 

Tills, with tho .statement of Oompers 
that the strikers and their leaders 
would not permit abridgement of the 
rights guaranteed them by the consti- 
tution, was accepted as indicating that 
the shoj)men would defy those parte of 
the injunction dealing with assembly 
and speech.

Kedoral I'rohibitlon Director Sam 
ColUus states that Commissioner Roy 
Haynes has InstltuttPd a series of con- 
ferences of directors aiul other en- 
forcament officials in varions sections 
Of the countr>- to dlscuRS numerous 
problemi and map out plans for solu- 
tion, and a conference will soon be 
hold in thta atate. Several such con- 
(aranoea haTe already been held and 
mattrai ot vital eoneern to the public 
hava been considered. 

Among the problema on which ac- 
tion will be taken la that of rubbing 
compound!, which through bootlep 
channels have cauaed many deaths. 
Analyses ot several hundred gallons 
of seized product revealed qunnUtles 
ot concentrated lye, an eicesslve 
iimouiii ot which remained In the com- 
l,ounU even alter rLHlisUllaUon. Con- 
spiracy hoctiuus ot the VoUtead Act 
win be evoked at;ain3t cereal beverage 
mauu facturers who inject luch rub- 
bing oomponnda into eo-^aUed "near- 
beer." 

Recent conferences have resulted in 
recommendations that retail sales of 
Jamaica ginger be limited to one fluid 
ounce ^d exposure of an alleged Ger- 
man fake preparation reputed to pro- 
duce, wine, cbampalgne and brandy; 
alao the auocessful suppressiuu of a 
fraud to hoodwink the public with so- 
called "Canadian rye." 

Direotora Iiave ben inatruoted to ed- 
ooate agenU along the Unee of manu- 
factore and tranaportation ot Indus- 
trila 4r denatured alcohol. The men 
will be tautfit the dierence in varie- 
Uea of alcohol and It is believed that 
vlolatlona o< this nature wiU be grealy 
lessened. 

A signal victory for enfOTcement 
was the recent announcement by a 
leading vaudeville circuit that per- 
formers would not be allowed to make 
humorous reference to the 18th 
amendment. Commissioner Haynes is 
elated that within so short a spoce ot 
time such splendid coiuplance with a 
request made by him upon usauming 
his duties a little uver a year a^o has 
been secured, and that edotirial and 
newa writers .cartoonists, reporters, 
■cenarlo writers, playwrights and per- 
formers are lending every aid to law 
enforcement, thus sounding the pro- 
hibition ya» death knell. 

Over 12,000 convictions tor viola- 
tion o fthe IStho amendment have been 
obtained in federal oourta tlu-oughout 
the country during the paat year, 
showing that courts and lurlee are 
displaying an improved attitude. 

In the ojinion ot Commissioner 
Haynes the most effective weapon in 
the hands of enforcement ofllolals is 
the "padlock" provisions, which pro- 
vides that a place may be closed as a 
nuisance. This provision la being en- 
forced throuihout the country, some of 
the most notorious resorts being ef- 
fect by its operation. 

Conferences will discuss the pro- 
posal made by certin directors that 
Bertllllou records bo kept of everp 
captured bootlegger and moonshiner 
in order that prompt and accurate 
identification may be made of persons 
who violate the prohibition laws, as 
well as other criminals. The records 
would be sent to pollcedepartments all 
over the country and, it is believed, 
would aid materlallf la aiippresslng 
b«otleggers' aottviUes. 

Unspeakable conditions surround 
the manutactttre of boittloK wblfdor. ac- 
•ordiiic to dally repovtt,Mi0 ripoived 
by jCommissioner Haysat eoneeming 
the unsanitary looatioBS of ■tills, and 
vermin, maggoU and dead animaU of 
aU kinds which have been disoovered 
in vata of mash. In many instances 
concentrated lye Is used to hasten fer- 
mentation, as many as 200 empty lye 
cans being found in one place, which 
gives one an idea of the amount of thle 
BtuB used and tlie exiremely poisonous 
mixture which results. 

Perhaps the most revolting method 
employed by violators which has yet 
come to the notice of enforcement au- 
thorities is that by which cadaver vats 
containing bodies used by university 
students tor dlesection work are being 
drained of alcohol for bootleg pur- 
posee. Although the stuff is redistilled 
before being distributed, wood alcohol 
poisoning remains, according to analy- 
ses of some of the seized "product.

Without 
theee the elty was defeaselesa. 'it 
wovM aeaa odd to jm bow days to see 
a eltf hedied ahont with stone walls 
and no totnaet sare throngh <he big 
gataa. Bat before powder oame Into 
tise and ev>oens were made all eitles 
were surrounded thus by walls. Some- 
times ttiese walls were twenty and 
thirty feet high and from five to ten 
Of more feet thick. The walls of Jeru- 
salem were ho wide that great chiiriots 
,could pass each other on the top of 
them. 

Jerusalem w.-if a yroat center. It 
wxs ii stragelie puiiit. nic relli;li>n of 
Judah and also the life o fits inh.ii)!- 
tanta were in roM:Uiiiit daiiper from 
the her.thcn nations by wliioti she was 
surroundeil. And lieini; n strateyie 
point, no permanent national recon- 
struction, therefore, was possible until 
Jerusalem was secure. For ages Jeru- 
salem had been protected thus by these 
walls but the foes had now torn tbem 
down and destroyed the defenses and 
during the eaptivitjr the whole olty lay 
open to attaek. Blany good causes lie 
open to attack la this ijajr from evil 
sources and we like Nehemlad are 
called upon to bntld a defense. We 
should reconstruct In this our day to 
protect the faith of our fathers. . 

Opposition to the Reconstruction — 
Woll did you azer see a good cause but 
that It had Its antagonists. There is 
gener.ally some one around to oppose 
or say It cannot b« done. And Nebe- 
miah also had opposition. Sanballat 
the Iloronite and Toblah the .\mmonite 
(loterinined to oppose him. You know 
th.Tt when Jerusalem fell ami ttie Jews 
were carried away the.se .\nininnito! 
and Moabltes. and etc., had rrji>l(fd. 
for they l)elicvi',l tliat hence forth the 
land would be theirs. Therefore every 
step of iho reconstruction was onn- 
t'?8ted and every returning Jew was 
their f-noniy. They had Interfered thus 
w ith Ezra and been a constant bother 
to the returning exiles. Now it was 
good for theee Jews to return and it 
was evil for these tribes to contesi 
them but whtihever any'evU Is disturb 
,«d by good people It is certain to do all 
possible to Interfere with the snecess 
of the good- 
Careful Planning. — Nehemlad ar 
rtred safely, and went ahont iialetly to 
see what was needed and to plan the 
best way of taking up this task. He 
did not at first announce what was his 
purpose in coming but went out ^with 
a few men In the night to atudy the 
situation. He then called together the 
rulers of the city and addressed them. 
He told them how that the king was 
touched with their condition and had 
given him authority to repair it. He 
reminded them of the opposition .ind 
how he would need their help and co- 
operation in this undertaking. He also 
urged them to put their trust in God 
and work diligently^ These two were 
mored by his appeal and cried out. 
"Let us arise and build." But the 
heathen enemies had received the news 
also and began at once to conceive of 
a plan to thwart this forward move- 
ment They see that a wrongs Interpre- 
tation can be put upon the words of 
Xehemiad. So they, cry out, "What is

Need of Co-operation — all went to 
woik. Jn general each maa repaired 
over asaiast Ida own tteme,, Ihe part 
nwest for Urn to reach waa what he 
coold beet baadla In the Scriptures 
are the names of certain of thoee who 
labored on these walls 'thus their 
names are inunmlallsed by this useful 
service. Uiylng stones In a wall was 
no doubt an unusual wsy of gaining 
a name In the Sacred writings but that 
waa a religious task. It was patriotic 
too.
